Selling Our Surplus Ships 
American operators of shipping 


lines are, to quote one of them. 
"shocked and alarmed" at Recon- 
version Director Snyder's recom- 
mendations for disposing of sur- 
plus government-owned merchant 
ships. Their concern seems justi- 
fied.In a letter to Chairman Bailey 


tee, Mr. Snyder asked that the 
pending ship sales bill be amended 
to allow foreign competitors equal 
opportunity with American lines 
for purchases and trade-ins. 
He 


also asked that foreigners be per- 
mitted to charter American ves- 
sels. 


Mr. Snyder's motives are un- 


doubtedly sound. He defends his 
proposals by saying: "We live in 
a world in which our own safety 
and prosperity are directly depen- 
dent on the maintenance of friend- 
ly relations with other countries 
and on their economic progress as 
well as our own." 


That is true enough. But there 


is a possibility that, with Mr. Sny- 
der's program, we might be fur- 
thering foreign economic progress 
at some expense to ours. For what 
appears to be an. equal opportun- 
ity for foreign and domestic pur- 
chasers is actually an advantage 
to the former, 
since operating 


costs of this country's merchant 
marine are higher than those of 
any other. 


Further, our "surplus" of mer- 


chant ships is more apparent than 
real. 
Much of it is in Liberty 


ships. These small, slow, outdated 
vessels could not be operated prof- 
itably by Americana in interna- 
tional competition, and it is un- 
likely that many other nations 
would want them. 


The question then would aeem 


to be whether we wish to ask our 
own shippers to compete in the 
open market 
for 
modern-type 


ships which foreign purchasers, 
with their low wage scales, could 
operate more cheaply. 


The answer to that might be 


different if we had monopolized 
prewar shipping. But the 
pre- 


war deadweight tonnage of our 
merchant fleet was less than half 
that of Great Britain. And only 
about 25 per cent of our prewar 
foreign trade was carried in Amer- 
ican vessels. 


Our Maritime Commission does 


not want to monopolize the trans- 
portation of world trade. It does 
not want to compete for trade be- 
tween foreign ports. But it does 
feel that American ships should 
carry at least 50 
American trade.

war's end, quintupling it. 
This 


would seem to make the nazi war 
cost around 430 billion marks, of 
which about 70 billions was raised 
by inflation, and 360 billion by 
seizing the savings and working 
money of citizens through bond 
issues imposed on the banks.

could be computed 
roughly 
at 


somewhere around $12,900.,000,00, 
a drop in the bucket of our cost, 
which has increased the debt from 
about 
$250.000,000.000,

Of course Hitler was not required 
to finance the world, and gave 
little aid even to his ally, Italy.
